Take  a  walk  north  from  The  Square,  along  the  Avenue  to  the  Castle  and 
west  along  the  Deveron,  and  you’ll  pass  a  diverse  range  of  well-used 
and  loved  facilities,  parkland  and  activities.  A  campus  for  learning  and 
play  is  the  start  of  an  ambitious,  multi-year  initiative  for  coordinated, 
high-quality  development  in  this  area. 

Building  on  the  character  of  the  land  and  buildings  within  it  to  enhance 
this  special  place  for  the  benefit  of  locals  and  visitors  alike. 


The  first  step  on  this  journey  is  creating  a  shared  plan  for 
future  development. 

On  behalf  of  the  community,  Huntly  &  District  Development  Trust 
received  funding  from  the  Scottish  Government  to  create  what  is  known 
as  a  Community-led  Place  Plan  to  assist  different  developments  to  be 
taken  forward  in  a  coordinated  way. 

This  presentation  outlines  the  context  for  the  plan,  the  activities  that 
generated  the  contents  for  it  and  the  results  of  the  different  strands  of 
work  coming  together. 
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The  trust  provided  an  element  of  match-funding  alongside  contributions  from  the  Scottish 
Government  and  the  Marr  Area  Partnership.  A  team  from  Willie  Miller  Urban  Design,  Nick 
Wright  Planning  and  icecream  architecture  have  facilitated  the  process  of  creating  the  plan  in 
partnership  with  the  community.
